The cotton workers were prepared ‘for this—but not for a flat rejection of 


thelr claim. 2 


However, they have not react- 
ed to this rebuff—as workers In 
some other Industries have done 
when faced with a similar 
situntion—by threatening olf sort 
of “industrial actiosi." - 


It could be argued, of course, 
(hat they are in no position to do 
8O, Although there has been 
an encouraging improvement in 
the cotton trade’ since Inst year's 
recession, conditions of full eme- 
ployment hove not yet returned... 


In these circumstances, 
“ban” on overtime ‘or Saturday 
work would be, out of the 
question, 

It would be doing Jess than 
justice to the cotton workers, 
however, to aseribe their accep*- 
rnee of the ‘Tribunal's decision 
to considerations of this kind. 

Their attitude is not one of 
sullen. compliance or resentful 
obedience. It is rather that of 
law-abiding citizens, ‘respectful 
and understanding. 


A PROMISE? 


But that is not to say they 
have abandoned: their claim. 

In announcing its “award”, the 
Tribunal made what the leaders 
of the cotton workers regard as 
a significant — remark. For it 
found their. claim’ had not, at 
present, been established. 
| The inclusion of the words “at 
present” in this otherwise uh- 
compromising statement seemed 
to soften the blow. 

They seemed, moreover, to 
hold out a promise that — the 
Tribunal would consider a fresh 
applicatlon for a -wage inercase 
more favourably ut some future 
date. 

At least, that is the way the 
cotton workers have interpreted 
the words “at present.” 

Trade, they admit, is not good, 
though it is certainly better than 
it was six months ago. 


HOPE AND DESPAIR 


. Living costs hove risen, but 
only by nbout eight percent since 
their Inst wage increase—which, 
according to the cmployers, was 
in advance of the rise. in. the 
cost of Hving. 

Therefore, the workers argue, 


_|.$f_trade..continues__.to.improve 


and the cost of living goes on 
rising--say, by another two per- 
cent—a fresh application for a 
wage increase might get an 
altogether different reception 
from the Tribunal. 

There is in this theory an 
_clement of both hope and des-~ 
pair—hope for the future of the 
British cotton industry, and des- 
pair at the prospect of ever- 
increasing Uving custs. 

But it contains something 
else—something . for which the 
men and women of Lancashire 
are justly . renowned — sound 
commonsense in the face of a 
situation they cannot alter. 

Nobody realises better than 
they. that the cotton industry is 
in an unhappy position. 

It is recoverindg, slowly but 
surely, from the depression which 
came upon tt with such devastat- 
ing effect early lost year. 


SLOW PROCESS 


But the process is necessarily 
slow, and some of the graund 
that has been lost will never be 
regained. 

Even so, the average cotton 
worker Js now  better-fed and 
better-clothed than he was before 
the war. 

Then, his wages were low even 
by comparison with those In other 
“depressed” industries, 

Today, with the industry half 
‘way -between recession and 
recovery, he earns cnough to 
maintain a reasonable standard 
of living—cnzugh, that ds, but no 
more. ; pea 

At the helght of the postwar 
boom, cotton operatives were 
among the best pald of all in- 
dustrial workers, 

When tt is considered that it 
fs by mo means unusual for a 
whole family to be engaged in 
the cotton Industry, it is little 
wonder that the humble folk of 
the mill -tewns. were able to 
afford televidion beta and other 
expensive luxuries. - But their 
prosperity was olwaya precarious- 
ly based. we 


THE DEPRESSION 


During the depression which 
fallowed, most of the. mills In 
Lancashire closed ‘down for, 
several days each week. If they. 
were icky, tho operatives 
worked throedaysand drow, two 
days unemployinent benefit.

but? mill profits came tumbling 
down, . 

Cotton companies reporting be- 
tween October and December 
1052 showed profits (before tax) 
on thelr Inst financial year of 
£17,600,000, compared = with 
£34,200,000 in the previous year. 

Their ordinary dividend pay- 
ments were maintained at 
£1,500,000, but these were 
covered by ecurnings of only 
£3,800,000, compared with the 
previous ‘year’s. figure of 
£6,300,000. 

This 51 per cent ‘fall in profits 


was only purtly the result of w 


drop tn production. 

, The setback in raw material 
prices, and the consequent loss 
on companies’ Inventories, made 
sharp inroads into profits, too. 


NOT. SURPRISING 


Azalnst this background, it is 
not surprising that the cotton 
workers’ latest claim for a pay 
would have 
ndded = £7,000,000 to the In- 
dustry's wage ‘bill--was rejected, 
first by the employers and then 
by the ‘Industrial Disputes 
Tribunal. "But it was not put 
forward in any — spirlt of 
grecdiness, : 

It is diMicult—and, perhaps, 
even misleading—to talk of an 
“average wage for British cot- 
ton workers, 

The industry’s wage structure 
Is exceedingly complex, as it 
must inevitably be with so many 
workers—both men and women 
—engaged In such a variety of 
‘Jobs. 

Nevertheless, a trade union re- 
presentative has hazarded a guess 
that, under present -trade condl- 
tlons, the average wage for a 
male cotton opcrative js no more 
than £6 a week, For women, he 
said, it Is nbout £5 3s, 

These figures, however, mask 
wide variations in wages be- 
tween one type of job and an- 
other, - ° 

For example a male mule 
spinner, working a- full 45-hour 
week, can still earn £10 a week.

An Arctic ice floe used 
by the United States Air 
Force as a weather station 
was reported here today to 
be slowly drifting towards 
the northern coast of Green- 
land at‘an average speed of 
four kilometres a day. 


Baptised -“Fletcher’s Floating 


Island”, the 14-kilometre long | 


and six-kilometre wide ice floe 
wag transformed, into a weather 
base at the beginning of last 
year ‘when it was off the 
northern coast of Alaska.
